If 
that can be accomplished in sup- 
ervised play grounds where al} 
ages may seek recreation, rest or 
diversion, the all-out result should 
be wholesome and pleasing. 

“The city has ample park space. 
They will prepare the grounds and 
assure supervision and mainten- 
ance. t 

“Thus the facilities that this 
fund will purchase will be per- 
manent. From time to time oth- 
er features will be added and 
those we buy will be amplified.

Steve explained. “I can diet and 

knock off a few pounds any time 
I want to, but this year I want 
to try and beat the gout. I've been 
getting it early in the spring. I 
had to go to Detroit to the hos- 
pital from training camp one 
year, and two years ago I had to 
leave the Tigers right in the 
middle of the season. 

“Thig gout comes in my left 
foct, and it’s painful. One year I 
even set out for camp on crutches. 
This year I want to beat it, so 
I’m taking the baths. They are 
wonderful.” 

A sporting goods 
spoke up: 

“How about me sending you a 
pair of our special .shces for 
coaches, Steve? They have rubber 
heels, built up, and golf studs in- 
stead of baseball spikes. If you 
aren't careful, Steve, you might 
break down some day running 
after an umpire simply because 
your feet hurt.” 

“lve got funny fect,” O'Neill 
explained. “I have to have special 
protection along the outside of 
each sole. I wear ’em over. If the 
shoes don’t fit perfectly snug then 
my feet hurt. They kill me. I 
tried your shoes, but sold ’em to 
Eddie Mayo, my second baseman.” 

O'Neill went on to explain 
that with regular shoes he 
couldn’t pull the laces together 
on the left foot, so he has his 
shoes made to order. He pointed 
to his feet with: 

“You see, my feet don’t match.

"In a baseball shoe I take a size 


six on my left foot. and a five and 
a half on my right, 

“If I buy a pair of sixes my 
right foot is loose. If I buy five 
and a half, I can’t get the left one 
on. In the old days I had to buy 
two pairs, one of each size, and 
use one cf each. Then the sports 
goods people began sending me 
my shoes that way. I never did 
find out what they did with the 
left-overs when they broke pairs 
for: me, ‘ 

“But the guy who always had 
a lot of shoes hanging around 
was Tris Speaker, who always

had six or eight pairs in his 
locker.” 

And the Gray Eagle, who 
managed Cleveland when 


O'Neill cau;;ht for the Indians, 
spoke up after listening to 
Steve's foot-weary woes: 

“But then,” Tris said, “I never 
wore a pair more than 30 days. 
I ran a lot, of course, but I wore 
out my shoes making false starts. 
I played a short centerfield, and 
I used to break, make a start, 
with every pitch. I never waited 
to see if the batter was going to 
swing-—-I just made a start toward 
where I thought he'd hit it if he 
did swing. 

“I had no trouble like Steve, 
but he’s right. Your shoes have to 
fit: like gloves. When you feel a 
little space around your toes, 
that’s the time to change shoes. 
I always had plenty cf ‘’em 
around, but the old ones I'd save 
for spring training. 

“That shoe business used to 
burn me up. A guy getting thou- 
sands of bucks a year would miss 
a short fly by a step or so, and 
he’d come in to the bench and 
say his shoe slipped cr wasn’t 
tight, or a spike didn’t catch. 

“Pd think, why you so-and- 

so, you come in at contract time 
and whine about big dough 
when you're so tight you won't 
even spend 20 bucks to get a 
good pair of shoes to work in. 
A workman is no better than 
his_ tools.” 

Steve nodded: “Especially when 
it’s shoes, Because when your feet 


hurt, you hurt all over.”

Mark R. Sullivan, president of 
the Pacific Telephone and Tele-
